The Counterfeit Scar. 

The counterfeit scare came yester- 
day afternoon) a few days after a plot 
to broadcast bogus tickets had been 
upset by the police in the east. George 
Getz, the promoter in law of the fight, 
and Rickard were complimenting them- 
selves that the counterfeiting danger 
was passed. But yesterday a trio of 
Chicago detectives discovered that ci- 
gar stores and poolrooms of the loop 
were being turned into sales offices of 
bogus tickets. Lieut. Thomas McFar- 
land and Sergts. Crot and Johnson 
made a hurried canvass and confiscat- 
ed the counterfeit paper. More than 
1,000 of the bogus tickets were seized. 

The detectives immediately reported 
to Messrs. Rickard and Getz. They 
told them it was apparent that the 
counterfeiters had made elaborate 
plans to flood the city with the fake 
tickets. Thé phony tickets, they said, 
were of all denominations from the 55 
22 the $40 variety. 

7 Fight Fans Are Warned. 


The dual promoters promptly issued 
a warning advising fans to purchase 
tickets to the fight only through the 
box office in the Palmer house arcade. 

Lieut. McFarland said that the new 

series of counterfeits are fairly good 
imitations. But the color of the paper 
is lighter than the color of the authen- 
tic tickets.

Cook county’s road widening pro- 
gram got under .way yesterday —

widening of old 18 foot pavements on 
95th street and Dempster street to 40 
feet and the paving of nine other 
stretches of roads listed in the joint 
$32,000,000 widening and 


to Chairman William Busses roads 
and bridges committee for study. 


mittee at a meeting called for next 
Tuesday and referred back to the 
board for contract letting. 

Both highway widenings are consid- 
ered vital to the congestion relief plan, 
which calls for the widening to 40 
feet of 74 les of existing 18 foot 
pavements on practically all of the 
existing trunk line roads entering Chi- 
cago. On 95th street, where the state 
highway department has completed its 
repaving and has widened the road 
shoulders for county paving, yester- 
day's bid includes one and one-half 
miles of widening from Cicero avenue 
to the west limits of Evergreen Park. 

Dempster Street Program. 

On Dempster street the work in- 
volves county codperation with the 
city of Evanston in removing the 
parkway from the middle of Dempster 
street west of Ridge avenue, and lay- 
ing a uniform 40 foot pavement to 
connect with the county road to the 
west. Plans are complete for the wid- 
ening: of Dempster street on west to 
Milwaukee avenue, with a 656 foot 
width through villages. This work 
will be launched as soon as villages 
have cleared up their legal matters 
and have supplied the right of way, ac- 
cording to Maj. George A. Quinlan, 
county superintendent of highways. 

Other bids rec®ived call for the fol- 
lowing work: Paving of Grand avenue 
from Eddington street to the Mount 
Prospect road; Belmont avenue from 
River’ road to Harlem avenue; Law- 
rence avenue from Mannheim road to 
Harlem avenue; Harlem avenue from 
70th to 79th streets; Oakton street in 
Niles from Milwaukee to Long ave- 
nues; Harlem avenue from Irving Park 
boulevard to Talcott avenue; Irving 
Park, boulevard from Mannheim road 
to the county line; Archer avenue from 
the Joliet road to the Bell road in Le- 
mont; Harlem avenue from Division 
street to North avenue, and construc- 
tion of bridges over the Des Plaines.
